NORTH  PLATTE  BASIN 

The  snow  cover  on  the  North  Platte  drainage  basin  has  increased  con» 
siderably  during  March,  bringing  some  areas  up  to,  or  above,  normal. 
The  Pole  Mountain  area,  west  of  Cheyenne,  is  now  at  73%  of  normal, 
relieving  somewhat  the  extreme  shortage  expected  a month  ago.  The 
North  Platte  basin  above  Saratoga  and  the  Laramie  River  watershed 
show  a substantial  increase  over  March  1,  although  they  still  remain 
considerably  below  normal. 

The  Sweetwater  River  snow  cover  is  at  131^  of  normal,  however,  due 
to  soil  conditions,  a seasonal  stream  flow  of  about  122^  is  expected. 

The  snow  cover  in  the  North  Laramie  Mountains  is  ranging  close  to 
normal,  with  the  soil  storage  apparently  in  good  condition,  indicating 
a close  to  average  April  to  September  runoff. 

LOWER  YELLOWSTONE  BASIN 

The  snow  pack  in  the  Wind  River  and  Big  Horn  River  drainage  has  in- 
creased from  normal  on  March  1 to  about  120^  of  normal  for  April  1© 
Winter  melt  has  relieved,  to  some  extent,  the  extreme  dryness  of  the 
soil,  indicating  a seasonal  flow  in  this  area  of  110^  of  normal. 

The  Tongue  River  still  remains  at  almost  1$0%  of  the  normal  snow 
pack,  however,  data  from  valley  precipitation  stations  have  reduced 
the  expected  flow  to  around  110^  of  normal. 

The  drainage  from  the  Big  Horns  into  the  Powder  River  shox'js  a sub- 
stantial increase  over  that  expected  March  1 — the  snow  pack,  in 
this  area,  having  increased  to  12^%  of  normal  during  March.  The 
expected  yield  at  Arvada  is  about  118^  of  the  past  10-year  normal. 

The  snow  cover  in  the  Black  Hills  is  well  above  normal,  indicating 
a runoff  into  the  Belle  Fourche  and  Upper  Cheyenne  Rivers  of  about 
average . 


UP^ER  SNAKE  RIVER 

The  Snake  River  watershed  increased  slightly  to  117^  of  a normal 
snow  pack.  Ground  moisture  conditions  are  still  somewhat  below 
normal,  indicating  a seasonal  runoff  of  111^  at  Moran,

The  Gros  Ventre,  Hoback,  and  Salt  River  Basins  show  a substantial 
increase  to  112^  of  normal  with  an  expected  Apill -September  runoff 
of  nearly  nomal. 


GREEN  RIVER  BASIN 

The  forecast  of  the  19^L|.  seasonal  flow  of  the  Green  River  at  Linwood 
is  about  16%  of  normal » Although  the  outlook  improved  substantially 
to  116^  during  March,  reports  from  valley  precipitation  stations 
have  reduced  the  expected  rinioff  considerably.

Generally  speaking,  winter  valley  precipitation  throughout  tte  state 
has  been  low  and  in  rather  sharp  contrast  to  the  mountain  precipita- 
tion, as  indicated  by  the  snow  surveys.  This  factor,  plus  the  dryness 
of  the  soil  as  it  entered  the  winter,  has  reduced,  to  some  degree, 
the  snow  melt  ninoff  at  all  Wyoming  stream  flow  forecasting  stations®
